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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . If applicant desires benefit of a previously filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e), 
specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant application.

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "28" has been used to designate both glitter(page 5, line 8) and glitter 
collection jar(page 5, line 10). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
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Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
3. The drawings are objected to because in figure 1, there are two sets of '26's. Are these 
the same elements? It is unclear as to what the large arrow to the right of the set of three 26s is 
representative. The specification discloses '26' as 'glitter filters at an angled orientation(page 5, 
lines 7-8), however it would appear that the arrow may be directing the filters to be placed in the 
top of the jar. PLEASE clarify. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear as to that is 
meant by a 'jaw' attachment structure. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention, 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Exemplary of such: 

Claim 1, line 3, 'a vacuum cleaner having' should be deleted; 

Line 7, it is unclear as to the structural relationship of the deflector filter holder to 
the mesh filter holder; 

Line 13, it is unclear as to the structural relationship of the spout to the filter 
holders. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art discloses a vacuum cleaner with a vacuum generating motor assembly having an air 
suction intake end, a filter assembly positionable over the intake end including a mesh filter 
holder and a deflector HOWEVER fails to disclose or fairly suggest the deflector including a 
deflector filter holder adapted to hold a number of user selectable and installed glitter filters at an 
angled orientation such that glitter is directed from an installed glitter filter into a collection jar 
provided through the sidewall of the filter assembly. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hahn discloses a vacuum cleaner with a mesh filter holder. Arthur, Swartz and 
Webster et al. disclose a vacuum cleaner with a collection jar. Hayden et al. discloses a vacuum 
cleaner with a collection container and a vacuum spout with a brush attached to an end thereof. 
Krasznai et al. discloses a vacuum cleaner with a filter housing and deflecting surface. The 
deflecting surface is integral with the filter assembly and does not include a number of user 
selectable and installed deflectors. Castwell discloses a vacuum cleaner with a filter and 
collecting jar. White discloses a vacuum cleaner with a deflecting surface, separator and 
collection container.
